Vaniman’ s Dirigible —— 
Beautifully in Atlantic City 
Tryout. 


MESSAGES” BY WIRELESS 


Operator Signals to Ground, 
“It’s Cold, but Things Are 
Going Great.” 


ATLANTIC CITY. N. J., Nov. 4-—-The 
airship Akron, under command of Mel- 
vin Vaniman, left the hangar at the in- 
let at 9:50 a. m. today for a trial flight. 
After sailing over the city it crossed 


the meadows and landed at Pleasant- 
ville, five miles from Atlantic City. 

After remaining on the ground a short 
time the airship again rose and headed 
fer this city. The big ‘dirigible, which 
has been specially built for a flight 
across the Atlantic to Europe, rose 300 
feet as it left the hangar and sailed outé 
over Absecon Inlet at the upper end oa. 
Atlantic City in a northeasterly direc- 
tion. As soon as the balioon was over 
the water “Jack’’ Irwin, the wireless 
operator, sent this méssage: 

“It’s cold but things are going ‘great. 

Everybody Looks. 

Leaving the inlet the “airship shaped 
her course down the beach and after 
sailing at a height -of 300 feet for: a 
mile Vaniman turned the air craft in- 
jand and floated over the city. 

The -airship maneuvered over the 
meadows and came down twice. It was 
on the ground about four miles -from 
the inlet and something appeared to be 
wrong. 

Business in Atlantic City was prac- 
tically suspended. The siren of a near- 
by ice plant. announced the departure 
from the hangar and this brought 
everybody into the streets. There was 
much enthusiasm as the Akron sailed 
majectically over the buildings. Whis- 
ties were blown and the crowds chee 

Vaniman was at the hangar’ ei 
at the airship’ before daylight. His 
crew arrived at 6 a. m. and preppred. 
forthe start. The morning was misty 
and there was some delay. 

City firemen and policemén helped get 
the bulky air craft out of the hangar. 


was drawn aside like a. curtain and the: 
crowd cheered. ‘In the meantime the 
crew had climed’ aboard. 

The Cat Goes Along. 

The first ‘of the crew placed in the 
ship was ‘“Trent,” the Maltese cat which 
went up with’ the America from here 
last year and was.rescued along with 
th... crew. by... the -steamer Trent. 

The airship. went. up without her life- 
boat or the hydro-elevator, which will 
take the place of. the equilibrator 
which was. a feature of: the Amer- 
ica. Only a small supply of gasoline 
was in the tank. fhe Akron carried 
two pairs of propellers, but onthe long 
flight across the ocean she will carry 
three pairs. The gas bag is 258 feet 
long, or about 30 feet longer than that 
of the America.

ory in her “Checking the Waste’ make 
the keynote of her study in conserva- 
tion the factor in which woman—as the 
hnousewife—is the acknowledged leader. 

The. book is designed as a text on con- 
servation for schools and colleges. It 
goes thoroughly through the field, quot- 
ing many statistics but yet not so many 
that: the book is not readable. The 
waste is considered not only tn regard 
to the forests. Included also are waste 
of soil, water, fuels and miherals 
through ignorance and _ carelessness, 
waste to crops resulting from insects 
and weeds which are abundant because 
the birds that were put in the world 
to destroy them. are: killed, ‘and waste 
that results from improper care of the 
human body. The author goes even! 
further and takes up the esthetic side 
of the question and shows how the 
rreservation of the forests, the conse- 
quent conservation of the soil and the 
utilization of the waste heaps about the 
mines would add to the beauty of the 
scenery and thus elevate the ideals of. 
the nation. 

Destruction of the forests has — 
in many acres of land on the hillsides |, 
below pecoming unproductive through 
the washing away of the rich top soil. 
It has driven away the birds which | 
made the forest their home and protect- 
ed the crops from insects and weeds. 
Storing of water in reservoirs would de- 
crease erosion and furnish power for 
machinery which in turn would lessen 
the drain on the coal supply. The use 
of timber instead of coal supports in 
the mine would mean that more coal 
could be mined and the planting of 
trees cheapens timber so that it can 
be used. Thus the author shows the

A proposition to issue $2,225,000 worth 
of city bonds to complete the free 
bridge will voted on Tuesday. Polls 
will be open Ya each precinct in the 
city from 7 a. m- until 6 p. m. A two- 
thirds majority of those voting at the 
-election will be required to carry the 
bond issue. 

City officials and engineers have esti- 
mated that $2,225,000, in addition to the 
| $3,500,000 authorized at a special elec- 
tion in June, 1906, will be required to 
complete the bridge. The money will de 
used to purchase lands and build ap- 
proaches. The superstructure of the 
bridge—that portion of it spanning the 
Mississippi River—is now almost com- 
plete, and money hes’ been appropriated 
out of the original bond issue, to’ pay 
for the work. 

If the bond issue is passed at Tues. 
day’s election, the money for the com- 
pletion of. the bridge will be available 
by January. Enough money remains 
from the-sale of original bonds to carry 
forward the work on the bridge until 
that time, according to city officials. 

There seems to be no division of sen- 
timent as.to. the advisability of com- 
pleting the bridge, but there is a divi- 
sion of sentiment as to the propriety of 
issuing the bonds at this time. Several 
organizations have joined in their op- 
position te the bond issue on the ground 
that it would be unwise to vote any 
more money to be disbursed by the 
present city administration, and for the 
further, and they say more vital rea- 
son, that the administration has grant- 
ed to Jeptha D. Howe and his associ- 
ates a 50-year franchise to use the up- 
per deck of the bridge for jan interur- 
ban railway. They declare if the How 
franchise is repealed they will favor a 
second special election within 90 days 
to vote on the bond issue. 

Divided Sentiment Shown. 

The Republican city convention in- 
dorsed the bond issue, ‘and’ the Demo- 
cratic city convention advocated the 
speedy completion of the bridge.. Prac- 
tically all members of the Republican 


of. the bond issue, -but there is said to 
be a divided sentiment among the Dem- 
ocratic committeemen. , 

Those interested in the’ completion: of 
the bridge have voluntarily created a 
bond issue campaign corhmittee. Colin 
M. Selph is chairman of the committee. 
This committee has distributed liter- 
ature in favor of the bond issue, and 
has sent speakers to meetings in differ- 
Lent parts -of the city -to advocate its 
passage. 

The opposition to the bond) issue is 
centered in the Central Trades and 
Labor Union, backed up by its affili- 
by the People’s 
League and the Socialist party. Frank 
H. Gerhart, chairman of the Free 
Bridge Committee, of ,the Real Estate 
Exchange, one of the leading . free 
bridge champions, thinks it inadvisable 
to vote’ more money to be expended on 
the bridge by the Kreismann-Reber ad- 
ministration. President Gerald  B. 
O'Reilly of the Real Estate Exchange 
is in favor of voting the bonds now. 

Question of Policy. 

City officials, say the completion of 
the bridge will be retarded several years 
unless the money for the work is voted 
Tuesday. The opponents of the bond 
iesue.deciare it is better to retard the 
completion of the bridge and have it 
unencumbered with franchises than it 
is to vote the bonds under.present ‘eqn- 
ditions. 

The fight led by Gerhart against the 
Reber approaches on the East Side re- 
sulted in. the House of Delegates pass- 
ing a bill authorizing the Gerhart ap- 
proach, has caused a division of senti- 
ment among city officials as to’ where 
‘the approaches shouldbe built.

The Broadway map ‘shows that no 
part of the Cherokee line ig acessible 
from, Broadway by transfer; that prac- 
tically no part of the Bellefontaine, or 
the Grand avenue line, or any of the 
parallel lines in North and South &t. 
Louis, is accessible by transfer from 


| Broadway. Out of 188 miles of street 


railway system, there are 73.93 miles 
which cannot be reached oh one trans- 
fer from the Broadway line’ The con- 
ditions which respect to all-.other lines 
of the system are shown in the series of 
maps. — 








Continuous Transfer Trip. 

A passenger starting out to travel 
over all street railway lines of St. 
Louis, by transferring from the origi- 
nating line to parallel or irtersecting 
lines, at transfer points, would find it 
possible to travel 6805.53 miles before 
completing his journey, according to 
tables compiled by the commission. He 
would find it impossible to reach 1532 
miles of the combined mileage systen. 
upon the payment of one fare. 

“A fact which exists but which can- 





not be shown upon thy maps,” the re- 
port says, “is that in many instances 
where. certain territory is accessible by 
the payment of one fare, it is thus ac- 
cessible only by a long and circuitous 
route, whereas, were more than -one 
transfer given in such instance, 


much more direct route, saving passen- 

ger mileage to the company and time 

and inconvenience to the passenger.”’ 
Correction Is Requested. 

The commission does not undertake to 
make recommendations as to the pro- 
cedure necessary to enforce the fran- 
chise obligations of the company with 
respect to transfers, but suggests that 
it is a matter to be determined by the 
Law Department of the city. After 
the report was submitted Delegate La- 
hiv of the Sixth Ward introduced 4 
resolution requeating the City Counselor 
to prepare bills to correct the evils in 
the present transfer syatem. The reg- 
olution was adopted. 

“In response to your request for reo- 
ommendations upon this subject,” the 
commission says, “the commission has: 
no further recommendation than that, 
in this, as in all other cases, those re- 
ceiving franchise rights fromthe city 
should be required to meet the. obliga- 
tions which they have’assumed, ag the 
consideration, in part at — of the 
franchise grant.”

“I have not 
read the report carefully,’”’ he said, “and 
have nothing to say.”

An appeal 
bond for $3500 was signed by D. J. Mack- 
ey, an official of the railroad. 

After the Appellate Court had at 
firmed the -verdict, it was found that 
Mackey was insolvent and was. not in 
ths jurisdiction of the Court. Mrs. Go- 
bin then sued. May and his bondsmen., 
Thomas Burke, Joseph A. Kurrus and 
Albert M. Meintz, on the allegation that 
he had been negligent in accépting the 
Mackey bond.
